(There were no letters from the lady (o
the Doctor produced at the trial.—R. |

It having been reported that the Doctor had been
arrested for a erime committed in Prossia, and had
been compelied to leave the country, we ussked him
whether or not this report was true. He answersd
us, with deep emotion, that it wasnot; that he had
never been accused of o erime or an offense agalnst
the law before In his life. He finally wound up his
statement by alleging that District Attorney Ma-
glaughlin was using money to prevent hils case being
brought up for a inal hearing, and that the Judge
had made up his mind to conviot him, and It would
not have altered the onse in the slightest If he had
produced witnesses from Heaven. The oase Wis an
Iuteresting one, and the medical faculty of the whole
country was Interested in It ; he therefore hopod that
the Governor wonld give it that consideration which
it deserved when it came np before him. He be-
lieved him to be an honest and pure man, and wonld
let uis cnse rest with him and his Maker.

During our conversatiopn with the prisoner he
spoke in a free and open manner, aud Was appi-
rently desirous of answering all our questions with-
out the slightest reservation: in fact, one would al-
most suppose that e had at once divined the object
of our visit, and understopd onr guestions alnost
hefore they were propounded, Afable, polite, and
smiling throughout, our interview up to a few mo-
ments before our departure was more pleasant than
such cases usually are. On atising to go, the doctor
begged of us 1ot to be in a burry, but business called
us elsewhere, and we started, At the door of the
cell the doctor agalin nsisted that we shonlid remain
longer, and Lthen nsked Toe TErEGRATI'S opluion of
his case. We conld not refuse the re jaest, and we
gave our opinion a8 follows: -

Iloctor, yon are ono of two things; yon are either
one of the cleverest rogues that ever formed and
agted ouv a plan, or you are stnned against more
than tongue cantell. Which of these Is the correct
theory, we leave for you nnd others to determine,

We acknowledge the Bunsbylsm of our
oplnion, but  we consoled  oursclves [with
the ldea  that it woas  the  hest that

could be done under the clreumstances, and would
have gone on our way rejoleing, had  the Doctor
not again interposed and asked what the probabili-
ties were of hils case being brought before the
Governor, We assured him that his coungel, My, Dit-
man, had otained the consont of the Governor to
have the case reviewed, and we felt sure that the

Governor would keep his promise.
e then insisted on Knowing onr
oplnion as to his chances for pardon or respite. We

knew nothing concerning elther, but from all that
we could understand it was the opinion of the om-
cinls in Harrisburg that he was gullty, At this his
conntenance fell, and W8 bosom heaved as though
his emotions wonld burst forth, but he controlled
nimself, and, after Informing us that the Sherifl’ and
olher ofMeers of the prison made his condition us
comfortable ng was possible for them to«do under
the regulntions, he cheerfally bid us good morning,
and we withdrew.

Slketeh of the Trinl,

The Commonwealth allege that the death of Miss
Stennecke was caused by dangerons and poisonous
drugs, by prussic acid or by morphia, or the two
combned, administercd 1o her by the prigoner, with
intent 1o destroy her 1ire,

From the evidence it appears that Miss Stennecke
wis an elderly lady, probubly about sixty-tve yeuars
0f age, who resided in the city of Baltimore, She
was posscssed of a considerpble estate, amounting
to £40,000, In the stummer of 1568 she visited Cor-
lisle, aml the doctor and Mizss Stennecke hecame acs

quainted during that  time, From the
acquaintance formed at that time,  Dr,
Sehoeppe mddressed 8 letter to  her after lier

return to Baldmore, which 1s dated Sth of Novem-
ber, 1505, stating that he could make an advantage-
ous purchiase ol br, Herman's reil ostate and good
will, if he could procure §2000, and other advaniuges
he considered he would derive from the purchase,
Miss Stennecke returned again to Carlisle, in Novenm-
ber, and put up at Mr, Haunon's lotel, She left Mr.
Hannon's and went to the Mansion liouse, Kept by
Mr, Burkholder, on the 10th of January, 1809, OUn

The Defense.

The defense was very elaborate and conduoted
with considerable skill. Mr. Miler, the principal
counsel for the prisoner, ridicnled the ideathnt (e-
ceased had met her death from a dose of prussic acld,
and he argued that the chemical tests applied by Dr,
Alken were fallacious, and were contradioted by the

of thedecensed, and questioned severely the testl-
mony of many of the witneases, particalarly that of
D, A. J, Herman,

Chargo of the Court.

If a medioal man of ordinary degroe of skill In the
science he practices, administers a violent and dan-

erous remedy with gross rashiness, and without a

ue degree of caution; If he acts reckiessly and
without that circumspection and caation which a
man of ordinary prudence wouldl exercise: if it s
administered with gross recklessness and wanton-
ness, without that consideration of the consequence,
or the effect It might produce, which ordinary pru-
dence and cantion wonld require, under these cle-
cumstances, if death ensues in consequence of a
dangerous remady having been ao adnunistered, then
the party wounld be ;uilty e:r mansinughter,

The remarks just made are only applicable to this
cuse, If you shonld come to the conclusion that the
prisoner caused the death of Miss Stennecke with-
ont inténding to do so; if, a8 wo before sald, hoe ad-
ministered to ber violent, dangerous, or polsonons
medicines, intending to cause her death, and death
was the conseqnence, he would be gulity of murder
of the first degree,

Whiie the law ia careful to prevent Ecrsoma from
tampering in physic 50 ns to trife with human life,
it will not hold a person of general ordinary skill in
the sclence of medicine c¢riminally responsible,
although he has been unfortunate in a particular
case, and made an accidenta]l mistake in the troat.
ment of kis patient, which cansesa death. If, there-
fore, r, Schoeppe had a competent degree of skill
and 'knowledge n8 a physlclan, but was nnfortunate
in his treatment of Miss Stennecke, and made an
acgidental mistake in his mode of treatment, he
would not e ﬁullty of any criminal offense, And, as
we before said, iIf you entertain a reasonable doubt
whether the prisoner, by administering violent and
dangerous medicine, cansed the death of Miss Sten-
necke, such reasonabvlie doubt ought to produce an
acquittal,

The evidence in this case (8 cironmstantial and
not positive. No one saw the prisoner give to (he
decedent nny drug or medicine, consequently all the
ovidence of gulit relled upon by the Commonweaith
1o prodaes a conviction (8 clrcnmstantial,

In concluding the charge to the jury the Court
anld :—

If you entertain no reasonable doubt, a8 wa have
explained I, of the prisuner's guilt, vou ought to con.
viet hin, - Buot if, elther from want of satisfactory
evilence of guilt on the part of the Commonwealth,
or from a confltet betwees the evidence on part
of the Commonwealth and the defendant, you are
not satistied, 10 & moral certainty, and béyvond a
reasonable donbt, of his gailr, then the law requires
you Lo acguit him,

Annlysls by Professor Ailen,

In his evidence, Professor Alken, who made
the analyels of the contouts of the stomach of
decensed, said that the conclusions lhie reached
from his results were that the only apparent
cause for death was the presence of hydrocyanic
acld. also called prussic acid; if this had not
been used as a remedy during the last illness of
the deceased, there could be no explanation of
its presence in the stomuch after death, unless
they suppose it to have been accidentally or in-
tentionally administored: witness hoas never
hefore examined the stomach of a human being
for the purpose of finding or testing the presence
ol hydrocyanic acld; the tests he used were Prus-
glan blue and the sulphocyanogen,

Anpalysis by Professor Weormley.

Professor Wormley, of Cincinnatl, Olio, who
annlyzed the case for defense, said-=I huve lald
It down In 1wy book that the action of one polson
may be moditied by the presence of another. 1
can't sny how It may modily, To what extent
or how is a region not established in the case of
any two poisons I know of, It is a facl that the
tests for the discovery ol morphia are inferior
in delicacy to the tests for some other poisons.
It i a fact that a person may die of a very large
overdose of polson and no trace of It be dis-
covered at the time of death,  In case no emetic
hnd been nged, we would expeet the presence of
the polson. If it had been used we conld ac-
count for its disappearanee. Emelie to be taken
aflter the poison, or the stomach-pump, had been
used, This would In o large measure explain
its absence.

public¢ since the Parkman-Webster atair, which
weiurTred in the city of Boston some years back,

The Talk In Carlisle.

Soth the muarderer and his viethm being compa-
ratively well known In this town, the greatest inte-
rost I8 manifested (n this case by men of all shiades,
particularly since it has come to be nnderstood that
the German gocleties of New York, New Jorsey and
Pennsylvania ave interesting themsolves in behalf
